nonwheat cereals and milk desired.” 
In the message the food situation 
in the Allied countries was described 
as “constantly growing worse be- 
cause of poor harvests, the activi. 
ties of German submarines and the 
adificulties of supplying adequate 
ocean transportation from this coun- 
try.” 
“To supply the needs of the Al- 
lies, the message read, “Americans 
must reduce wheat consumption one- 


third and meat and fat consumption 
one-fourth more than last year. We 
are confident our people will re- 
spond to this imperative need, and 
we rely on the women of Califor- 
nia, who already have shown great 
devotion and patriotism in Belgian 
relief, to redouble their efforts in 
conservation to save the food indis- 
pensable for winning the war.”

The creater num- 
bers of them have been withdrawn from 
the army of producers and added to the 
other millions unproducing consumers. 
It is useless to talk about increasing pro- 
duction while so many plows remain stand- 


ing in the furrows where the plowmen haye 


sbandoned them to enlist. Millis and fac- 
tories are operating short-handed; the work- 
men have enlisted and no others have come 
to take their places.

His opinion is that the retailer, the com- 
pilssion merchant or some other frightful | 
thing with hoofs and borns gets all the 
money and then throws all the biame for 
high prices upon the simple-minded but hon- 
est producer. 

Part of this is true. 

The small' producer of table products is 
getting prosperous so slowly that it will be 
127 years before he is rich enough to shine 
John D. Rockefeller’s shoes. His great and 
only edvantage reste in the fact that he 
can supply his own table first-—if he wishes. 
Aside from that his garden, his feathere@ | 
flocks, his rabbitry may be a liability rather 
than an asset. 

If he is not ip ready touch with a brisk 
market he has his troubles. Within the 
week suburbanites have complained that 
their nearest merchants and buyers have 
been paying them but 428 and 45 cents a 
dozen for large, choice, freshiyiaid exes. 
The next moment the merchant would turn 
about and sell the same product to the con- 
sumer for 60 to 62 cents a dozen. It is the 
opinion of the producer that this is too 
great a margin of profit for the middjeman. 
And it ie—especially for a quick turnover. 
Of course it is only a few of the retailers 
who are making this profit, but there are 
enough of them to make the producer 
peevish. 

The producer fs getting practically the 
same price for his eggs that he was five years 
ago, when there was no war, no Mr. Hoover 


He is paying almost exactly three times as 
much for everything that he feeds his hens. 
He ie prepared te go into court and make

The poor 
old consumer will have to pony up a dollar

The producer takes al! the risk. of death 
and disaster; he has his months of wait.

FAILURE OF PRICE-FIXING, 


Senator Smoot points out how price-fixing, 
without scientific appreciation of the inter- 
relations of various industries, actually re- 
duces production in some lines. The fixed 
minimum price of wheat, without the same 
provision for sugar, has turned farmers 
from beets to the more profitable arop of 
wheat. At the fixed market price of a frac. 
tion under 8 cents for sugar, he finds he can 


- obtain only $8.50 a ton for beets. and since 


$2 wheat is the equivalent of $12 a ton for 
sugaa, it is easily seen why he would prefer 
to raise wheat rather than beets. 

A wiser policy would be to let the free 
operation of the law of supply and demand 
stimulate production. As Senator Smoot 
says, the need of the hour is the speeding 
up of preduction in essential supplies, while 
in the limitation or elimination of non- 
essentials the government could go as far as 
it pleases. No governmental device can vie 
with bigh prices as a stimulant to produc- 
tien. With this stimulus and every industry 
running at top speed, paying big wages and 
reaping bic profits, the government would 
be in a position to exercise its taxing power 
to the limit 


Three pounds of sugar a month is the 
government ration. yet a lot of us have 
been able to get slong with less than that. 
Personally, we don't care for the stuff in 
anything but stewed cranberries.
